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PREFACE. 


The want of a concise Coin Manual, or guide book, has long been felt by collectors, 
and those beginning to arrange collections of coins. It seems hardly necessary to mention 
a fact so well known, but it has not been generally appreciated until the present time. 
The various works on coins that have been published, are too elaborate, and consequently 
too costly, to come within general reach, and many do not contain the information most 
important to the student in Numismatics, or the young collector; such, for instance, as 
the market value of coins. This is of daily use, to those who are endeavoring to improve 
their collections; and although it is at once conceded that the value is somewhat variable, 
and dependent on the condition of the coin, and perhaps other causes, still it is desirable 
to have this information at hand, and in a concise, intelligible form. Added to this, the 
years of coinage, a short description of each coin, the principal varieties of each date or 
die, and the actual sales, together with other relevant matter, must make this record a 
valuable reference and guide. Believing that this want exists, and that the veteran 
Numismatist, as well as the young collector, will gladly welcome a book containing such 
information, the undersigned has been persuaded to publish the following, which he had 
compiled and transcribed only for his own private use. The only coins referred to, are 
those of our own country, and those relating to its history before we became a free and 
independent nation. The arrangement is made as simple as possible, and the condition 
of the coins sold, is such as described by the sellers, at various sales within five years past. 
All varieties of dates and dies are not given, but only those generally met with in cabinets, 
or daily private and public sales. If this book becomes an aid or guide to but a few, the 
object of its publication is attained, and the undersigned fully repaid.

In the first column is the year of coinage for each piece; in the second, the descrip¬ 
tion; and in the remainder, the actual sales, with the condition of the piece sold, so far 
as reported by the seller, thus giving the coinage of all the United States coins, as well 
as the Colonial and the Experimental or Mint pattern pieces. 

The abbreviations used are as follows: obv., obverse; rev., reverse; r., rare: vr.. 
very rare; sc., scarce; g., good; vg., very good; fa., fair; po., poor; f., fine; vf., very 
fine; u. for uncirculated, and p. for proof; also, ex. r., extremely rare. 

Allowance must be made, in some cases, as to the condition of the coins sold ; as, for 
instance, what one may call “ uncirculated, - ’ others would only denominate as fine, or 
very good.

In the sales of the foregoing pieces, there are, of course, some apparent discrepancies, as, for instance 
where the condition of the coin sold, is represented as the same, the prices are widely different. This 
can be accounted for, generally, in no other way, than that one coin collector or dealer may call a coin 
fine or very fine, when another would describe one exactly like it, only as good or fine. No responsibility, 
therefore, is assumed by the compiler; his aim being only to record the actual sales, as the best guide for 
a collector, to arrive at the market value of a coin. In this connection, it may be as well to add, that the 
condition of the coins, as described by Messrs. Levick and Cogan, in their sales, have been almost uni¬ 
versally allowed to be very fair in all respects, and this is especially the case with the latter gentleman, 
in his sale of May 21st and 22d, 1860. 

It is a matter of regret, that there is such a diversity of opinion with regard to the condition of a 
coin. There must be an absence of prejudice and interest in the coin in question, in order to give a fair 
report of it; and at times, even experienced collectors and dealers will disagree.

In closing this record of the prices of coins, it is, perhaps, worthy of note, that, in 1858, quite an 
impulse was given to the juice of American Cents, by the sale of Mr. E. Cogan’s private collection, and 
of Mr. Foote's, early in 1859. From that time to the present, all coins in good condition, have brought 
larger prices, and collectors generally throughout the country, have improved their specimens, by casting 
out inferior, and substituting only those of the higher grades. Coins in poor condition, unless decidedly 
rare, are receiving but little notice, while those which are good impressions, find liberal jmrehasers 
immediately. 
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
